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Growing on the rocks of fhe can­ 
yons and fhe m ounlain slopes are 
a num ber of inlriguing plants often 
overlooked. 
Receñís 
rains 
have 
brought them more into evidence, 
which suggests that mar.y 
people 
m ight not know much of their life 
history. D uring the rainless months 
they are dry and quite inconspic­ 
uous. but m oisture changes this al­ 
most overnight, reviving the lichens 
and dem onstrating their unconquer­ 
able vitality. 
The lichen is a composite 
plant 
composed of an alga and a fungus. 
The fungus is unable to m anufacture 
its own food and in capturing an 
alga has a source of nourishment 
alw ays at its command as the alga 
is an industrious m anufacturer of 
food. 
H owever, it is not all a one­ 
sided affair as the fungus, 
though 
parasitic, does assist the alga in the 
m atter of obtaining m oisture from

Irvin, in Hollywood on Wednesday. 
“Big Bill,” 200-pound book-maker 
was w ell-know n here, for last year 
he attem pted to operate a bookie 
establishm ent 
on 
th e pari-m utuel 
system in th e form er Palm Springs 
Furniture Co. room in the heart of 
town at the corner of Palm Canyon 
and A ndreas Road, but his place was 
closed by local police as soon as he 
started to accept bets on the races. 
Los 
A ngeles 
new spapers 
this 
m orning connected Irvin w ith other 
alleged big-shot gamblers of Palm 
Springs. 
Irvin was found slumped on the 
floor of his expensive car, parked 
in the 6000 block of Selma Ave., 
Hollywood. 
He had been 
shot 
through the 
back of the neck and under the left 
ear w ith tw o .38-caliber autom atic 
pistol slugs. 
Police believed he had 
been dead since Tuesday night. 
He had been arrested tw ice dur­ 
ing the past year and a half at the 
Morongo Lodge in Morongo valley, 
20 miles northeast of Palm Springs, 
by 
San B ernardino sheriffs offi­ 
cers—in A pril, 1937, on a gambling 
charge, and on last Jan. 10 for in­ 
vestigation of assault with a deadly 
weapon. 
Irvin and three other m en were 
taken into custody 30 m inutes after 
they opened an elaborate gambling 
house in the Morongo Lodge on the 
first occasion. 
All four 
paid 
$50 
fines. 
The second arrest was m ade on a 
w arrant w hich charged th at Irvin 
fired a shot at two 
tourists 
who 
stopped at th e lodge to inquire for 
directions. 
H e was released under 
$1,000 cash bond.

Streets for 40c 
PeKFront Foot 
it 
By co-operating w ith th eir neigh­ 
bors in the purchase 
of 
oil 
and 
gravel, nearly all the residents in 
Palm Springs can have their streets 
paved at the nom inal cost of 40 cents 
per front foot. Thus, the hom e ow n­ 
er having 100 feet frontage can have 
a paved street in front of his house 
for $40. 
But, to obtain such a street, every 
property ow ner in the block must 
sign up to pay his pro-rate share, 
and at least one m ile m ust be con­ 
tracted for paving before the county 
will bring in the heavy equipm ent 
needed to do the work. 
Gravel to be used for th e oil-m ix 
paving can be obtained near-by on 
ihe Indian 
reservation. 
However, 
the Indians have raised the price of 
the gravel from 5 cents per yard to 
20 cents, which increases the cost 
from 15 cents per three-yard load to 
60 cents, and consequently the cost 
of paving is thus $792 more per mile. 
The result is that the Indians are 
not selling any gravel, for the coun­ 
ty can purchase the gravel at five 
cents per yard at G arnet or Ca­ 
thedral City. 
The county road d epartm ent has 
offered to put the oil-m ix on a mile 
>r more of city streets if the proper­ 
ly ow ners will agree to pay for the 
oil and gravel and the cost of haul­ 
ing the latter from G arnet or C a­ 
thedral 
City. 
The 
10-mile 
haul 
means an increase of 15c per ru n ­ 
ning foot of pavem ent, for th e cost is 
now 80 cents per lineal foot, w hereas 
it was 65 cents w hen 
th e 
Indian 
gravel was used at 5 cents per yard. 
The city road departm ent asks to 
have the money for projected paving 
deposited as soon as possible, and as 
soon as enough is paid for a m ile of 
paving, the county equipm ent will 
be brought in.

H enry Irving in “The 
Bells." and 
many others too num erous to m en­ 
tion here. 
A fter traveling back through the 
years and accom panying Mr. D ane 
on his pleasant 
“m em ory 
trip,” I 
realized th at here was ju st the p e r­ 
son, rich in background, show m an­ 
ship, and psychology who would be 
able to answ er some questions w hich 
have arisen from tim e to time in m y 
mind. 
Inasm uch as we of this p res­ 
ent day are so determ ined to be e n ­ 
tertained,

The report of the 1937-38 
grand 
jury, on the whole com m ending the 
governm ent of Riverside county as 
being “honestly and ably adm inis­ 
tered," was m ade public following 
the form al discharge of the body by 
Presiding Judge O. K. Morton 
of 
Superior court. 


Criticism s of county officials are 
scant in the report by Forem an E. 
.B. Criddle, endorsed by Secretary 
B eulah E. Osborn, which covered 32 
typew ritten pages. 
Recomm endations include: 
Study by further grand juries of 
the advisability of creating a third 
perm anent departm ent of superior 
court. 
Im provem ent of sanitary 
condi­ 
tions of Hemet and Elsinore jails. 
Specifications for separate rooms 
for paint and oil at the county gar­ 
age. 
. 
Study of need for obtaining in­ 
creased space for records of county 
assessor and for law library. 
A doption of mass purchasing sys­ 
tem for county schools. 
W ithin the report is a tabulation 
show ing the allocation to 
various 
divisions of a theoretical tax bill of 
$100 as paid by a taxpayer in R iver­ 
side city this year and last:

sum of $196,000 of state aid in re­ 
pair of good dam age and in p ro -:

During the year and 
the 
years im m ediately preceding, 
they 
have secured federal funds tow ards 
the new hospital building and re ­ 
pairs 
of 
approxim ately 
$450,000. 
This w ork has been com pleted; the 
new building is now occupied as a 
hospital second to none. 
Our share 
of the cost has all been paid. 
The 
county has no debt on this account. 
This has been a great achievem ent. 


“Finding that a great deal of pub­ 
lic criticism was directed against the 
industrial prison camp and its m an­ 
agem ent, charging principaly laxity 
and poor food, the cam p was visit­ 
ed m any times, alw ays w ithout ad­ 
vance notice, not only by the com ­ 
mittee, but by the forem an and oth­ 
er grand jurors. 
“It was proven that those charges, 
w hich had em anated from escaped 
prisoners who had been recaptured 
and w ere trying to avoid a prison 
sentence were totally false. On the 
contrary, the food was good, disci- 
oline reasonable, but not harsh, and 
the cam p is efficiently and econom­ 
ically 
managed. 
This 
conclusion 
was also voiced by Sam uel S. W il­ 
liams, state investigator, who said, 
'This new camp is well m anaged and 
a fine w ork of rehabilitation is be­ 
ing done here. This cam p is a very 
valuable asset to Riverside county. 
“We think that it is •well for our 
people to rem em ber th at the use of 
prison camps is well recognized ev­ 
eryw here as a help in rehabilitation, 
even though, from a 
construction 
standpoint the total cost is not m uch 
below w hich m ight be contract plus 
jail cost. We appreciate its value. 
“The num ber of escapes is rela­ 
tively quite sm all especially w hen 
w e realize that the cam p m akes no 
claim to being a prison in its true 
sense. 
Escape 
is 
com paratively 
easy, but recapture m eans the peni­ 
tentiary, and this is a deterrent. 
“We commend the m anagem ent.” 
In respect to the county agricul­ 
tural commissioner, Forem an C rid­ 
dle reported in part as follows: 
“He is given full authority under 
the law of em ploying suitable dep­ 
uties all of whom m ust pass an ex- 
am inatiort of the state board. 
“His right to discharge a person 
held by him to be incom petent or 
unsuitable is now being tested by 
the courts. 
“On the whole, Mr. B ottel seems 
to know his w ork and to be hand­ 
ling it to the satisfaction of the state 
departm ent. 
“We regret to find evidence of dis­ 
loyalty on the part of some few of 
his subordinates. 
We feel that this 
should be corrected. 
It is suggest­ 
ed that a closer check on the w ork 
of his employes m ight help.”

The U nited States governm ent — 
unless there is unlooked-for opposi­ 
tion in the forthcom ing Congress— 
has started to fight the dictator na­ 
tions w ith their ow n w eapons 
of 
governm ent - subsidized trade and 
financial credits to needy friendly 
nations. 


That, in the view of political ex­ 
perts, is the only deduction th at can 
be 
made 
from 
two 
rem arkable 
events which occurred during 
the 
week ending Decem ber 17. 


First, in a cautiously worded an ­ 
nouncem ent, Secretary M orgenthau 
said that the T reasury was studying 
a plan to use Federal funds to help 
finance trade w ith South America. 
Coming on the heels of the Lima 
conference, in w hich the American 
delegates tried, w ith m oderate suc­ 
cess, to cem ent cracked Pan-A m er­ 
ican relations, the m eaning of this 
is apparent. 
We have been steadily 
losing ground in South 
America. 
G erm any, w ith h er blocked-m ark 
b arter system, has been 
steadily 
gaining, as has Italy to a lesser de­ 
gree. With foreign trade in its pres­ 
ent state of doldrum s, private cap­ 
ital is not in any position to fight a 
trade w ar in which the “enem y" has 
behind it the resources of a pow er­ 
ful governm ent. Therefore, it is a r­ 
gued, this governm ent m ust 
help 
American business in a way very 
sim ilar to the w ay the Fascist and 
Nazi governm ents help their 
busi­ 
nesses. 


Second, there was announced an 
extrem ely com plicated plan which 
will give the hard-pressed 
Chinese 
national governm ent a sizable U. S. 
T reasury 
credit. 
As 
W ashington 
correspondents Alsop and K intner 
w rite, “The highly involved form of 
the Chinese credit all but obscures 
the vital fact that it will bring des­ 
perately needed supplies to the ta t­ 
tered arm ies of C hiang 
Kai-Shek. 
But, how ever com plex the method, 
supplying the Chinese patriots is an 
assault on the invading Japanese.”

In a conversation with one of the 
nation's leading bankers. I gained 
a new impression of banking. 
This 
banker said: 
“People think of me as sitting on 
top of the world on a pile of m oney 
—m y money. 
They don't stop to 
think that it's their own m oney th at 
I am responsible for protecting. 
It 
doesn’t seem to enter th eir heads 
that I am just a paid hand, th a t I 
lie aw ake nights w orrying about my 
responsibility of caring for that pile 
of m oney which can be claim ed by 
its ow ners, the bank's depositors, at 
any time. 
“A bank that did not loan money 
to business and industries th at m ain­ 
tain a local comm unity, would not 
be patronized by the people, and it 
w ouldn’t deserve their patronage. 
This m eans th at if a com m unity 
fails, a bank has to carry a great 
share of the load. 
People don’t like 
bankers because they have to con­ 
sider the more pessimistic side of 
the business picture, know ing th at 
the public will blam e the bank in ­ 
stead of itself for com m unity fail­ 
ures which result from the m any 
causes beyond the banker’s control. 
“It m akes me laugh w hen I am 
pictured as sitting on a pile of 
m oney. 
A more accurate 
picture 
would show me w ith a w rinkled 
brow trying to figure out how to 
m ake loans that will be safe from 
losses due to undue business optim ­ 
ism and all the pitfalls of business 
risk. 
People don't like bankers, and 
you can’t blame them , for too often 
they have to turn dow n the finincial 
requests of their best friends.” 
Yes, I gained a different im pres­ 
sion of the banking business after 
talking to this m an who is a pow er 
in the financial world. I d idn't envy 
him his job. 
He gets little thanks 
for doing it well and he runs the 
constant risk of abuse and criticism 
for com m unity failures beyond his 
control.

B. Odium, president of the

Miss Cochran is holder of the New 
York to Miami speed 
record

for three kilom eters for women, the 
national speed record for women for 
both 100 and 1,000 kilometers, and 
was first place w inner in this y ear s 
Ber.dix A ir Race. 
This y ear Jacqueline Cochran was 
presented with the Harmon Trophy 
by Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt. This 
is an international trophy presented 
each year to the woman flyer m ak ­ 
ing the most outstanding contribu­ 
tion to aviation during the year.
